From time to time in coming weeks 
we expect to find information of in- 
terest in this report which we will 
print for the information of our 
readers. Right now, the part of most 
interest is naturally that devoted to 
the division of stamps and we are 
reprinting that part of the report 
herewith. Note that the report covers 
the period July 1, 1940 to June 30, 
1942. This explains why stamps which 
were not issued in 1941 are mentioned 
in the report. 


DIVISION OF STAMPS 





To this Division is charged the 
supervision of the manufacture, dis- 
tribution, sale and accounting of 
postage stamps, postal cards, stamped 
envelopes, international reply coupons 
and migratory-bird hunting stamps 
on sale in post offices, including the 
distribution, sale and accounting of 
documentary internal revenue stamps 
sold through the Postal Service. 

All postage stamps in the form of 
sheets, coils and books are manufac- 
tured at the Bureau of Engraving 
and Printing and shipped, on requisi- 
tion, by official registered mail to 
direct and central-accounting post of- 
fices. In the distribution of postage 
stamp supplies, all post offices of the 
first and second classes submit requi- 
sitions and render accounts directly 
to the Department. The offices of the 
third and fourth classes are served 
from central-accounting offices locat- 
ed in each State. 

Postal cards are manufactured at 
the Government Printing Office, 
Washington, D. C., and are shipped

and to distr ibuting subagencies. 
Stamped envelopes are manufactured 
under private contract at Dayton, 
Ohio, and shipments made in carload 
lots to larger post offices and dis- 
tributing subagencies, except the 
printed envelopes which are shipped 
direct to post offices. 

In accordance with the provisions 
of law, a new contract was entered 
into, after competitive bidding, for 
the manufacture of stamped envelopes 
estimated to be required for sale 
purposes to the public through post 
offices during the four-year period 
beginning January 1, 1941. The con- 
tract was awarded to the International 
Envelope Corporation, New York, N. 
Y., and the average cost of manu- 
facture to the Department has in- 
creased approximately $0.19 per 
thousand envelopes which will neces- 
sitate an increase of approximately 
$250,000 a year in the stamped envel- 
ope appropriation. 

Effective January 1, 1941, the 
procedure of shipping stamped en- 
velopes and postal cards to central- 
accounting offices by ordinary instead 
of registered mail was adopted. This 
resulted in a substantial saving in 
the distributing cost. 

As required by law, documentary 
internal revenue stamps furnished by 
the Commissioner of Internal Rev- 
enue were on sale in 5,979 post offices 
on June 80, 1941, comprising all first- 
and second-class post offices, and all 
third- and fourth-class post offices 
located at county seats. 

The Department of the Interior has 


“jurisdiction over the sale, for tax 


purposes, of migratory bird hunting 
stamps which are required by law to 
be kept on sale in all post offices of 
the first and second classes and at 
other specifically authorized offices 
located near water-fowl hunting areas. 
Funds from such sales are deposited 
by the Postal Establishment with the 
Treasurer of the United States, and 
transferred by warrant to the De- 
partment of the Interior. At the close 
of the fiscal year 1941 these stamps 
were on sale at 12,546 post offices, 
and the sales amounted to $1,257,313, 
which was the highest on record since 
the law became effective on July 1, 
19384. The law provides that these 
stamps become obsolete, for tax pur- 
poses, on June 30 of each year, mak- 
ing it necessary to design and place 
on sale a new series of stamps at the 
beginning of each fiscal year and to 
recall for redemption all unsold 
Stamps of the preceding series. 

In the schedule of special issues of 
Postage stamps provision was made 
for the previously announced Artists 


and Inventors groups to complete the 
Famous American series, of which 
five groups were released in the pre- 
ceding year. 

Speciai stamps in the 38-cent de- 
nomination were also issued to com- 
memorate the 400th anniversary of 
the Coronado: Expedition in New 
Mexico; for the seventy-fifth anni- 
versary of the thirteenth amendment 
to the Constitution and for the ses- 
quicentennial of the admission of 
Vermont to Statehood. 

The Coronado stamp was first 
placed on sale at Albuquerque, New 
Mexico, on September 7, 1940; the 
13th Amendment to the Constitution 
stamp was first offered for sale at 
the World’s Fair, New York, post 
office, on October 20, 1940, and the 
Vermont stamp was first sold at 
Montpelier, Vermont, on March 4, 
1941. 

The Coronado stamp had for a 
central subject a reproduction of the 
painting “Coronado and His Captains” 
by Cassidy. The central design of the 
Vermont Statehood stamp depicts the 
State Capitol Building. The 18th 
Amendment stamp had for a central 
design a reproduction of the statue 
of President Lincoln and the Slave in 
Lincoln Park, Washington, D. C. 

A special series of National De- 
fense postage stamps in the 1-, 2-, 
and 3-cent denominations was also 
made available to the public on 
October 16, 1940, in behalf of the Na- 
tional Defense program. 

A new series of air-mail stamps 
was authorized in 6-, 10-, 15-, 20-, 
80-, and 50-cent denominations, dis- 
placing air-mail stamps which had 
been issued from time to time in 
similar denominations. The 6-cent 
stamp was the first to be completed 
and was placed on sale at Washing- 
ton, D. C., on June 25, 1941. It is 
expected that the entire series will be 
completed during the 1942 fiscal year. 

Authorization has also been given 
for a new series of embossed stamp- 
ed envelopes to replace the stamp 
designs thereon that have been in 
use since 1915. No changes will be 
made in the sizes and styles of the 
envelopes, and the date of issue is 
dependent upon the completion of the 
printing dies which are now being 
engraved. 


PHILATELIC AGENCY

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A stamp exhibition room has been 
located \in the Post Office Department 
Building since 1935 and serves as an 
important research center for collec- 
tors and students of philately. In- 
cluded in the exhibits are specimens 
in the form of the original or die 
proofs thereof of every issue of 
United States stamps from 1847, the 
date of the adoption of adhesive 
postage in this country, to the present 
time. There is also an extensive col- 
lection of postage stamps and other 
stamped paper issued by foreign 
Postal Administrations. The exhibits 
are constantly being supplemented as 
new stamps are issued. 

The philatelic display car has con- 
tinued in service throughout the year 
and has toured 14 States, with stops 
in 166 cities and towns and has been 
visited by 105,400 collectors. 


Lets’ Attend Naturally, our first bus- 
To Business _iness is to lick the Japs 
and Messrs Hitler and 
Mussoloni, That matter is being di- 
rected from Washington. We are all 
in hearty accord with the plans that 
are being made and we will all do 
all in our power to support and help 
further those plans, but in the mean- 
time, let us all attend to our own 
business, ever ready to shoulder any 
burden that may be passed on to us 
as our share in helping do the big 
job. It would be foolish for anyone 
to quit trying to make a living, quit 
his ordinary line of business, unless 
he is called to take up other work. 
We of course do not mean that a man 
who is able and capable and of the 
proper age should not offer his serv- 
ices to the Government. Army men 
however frown on enlistments and a 
movement is now on foot to take 
wanted men by draft only and after 
all that should be the best and proper 
manner for in such manner, those in 
a position to know best, can pick 
those best fitted for the various tasks. 
I feel confident that all will approve 
such a plan. Meantime, we must live, 
we must work, we must have pastimes 
and pleasures to give us rest and re- 
laxation after a day of hard work. 

Stamps and stamp collecting have 
their proper place in such a program. 
There is no hobby of a similar nature 
that offers so much as stamp collect- 
ing. To carry on with stamp collect- 
ing, we need stamp dealers and stamp 
publications. Both must be supported 
by the hobby through this period if 
stamp collecting itself is to survive 
and survive it will. 

Already there have been numerous 
instances of younger dealers who 
have folded up their business of deal- 
ing in stamps and offered their 
services in our armed forces, That is 


as it should be, but on the other hand, 
there are many stamp dealers of an 
age or of a physical qualification un- 
fit for such service. To these men will 
be the task of carrying on. Most of 
the stamp magazines are run by 
men far beyond the age of active 
military service and these men can 
best help by standing by their busi- 
ness with a thought and a hope to 
operate in a manner that will permit 
them to carry their share of the 
burden by paying taxes, buying De- 
fense Stamps and Bonds and by sup- 
plying publications that will help the 
worker in finding pleasant and rest- 
ful hours with his stamps. 

Far too few people realize the 
seriousness of this situation. We in 
America have seen nothing yet, to 
what we will see in the months to 
come, Some are still trying to throw 
wrenches into the machinery and 
this action is going to help hasten 
the final showdown. 

The greatest factor in the success 
of the German Army and of the 
Japanese attack can be laid to the 
fact that these countries were pre- 
pared for this busines under a form 
of Dictatorship which we in America 
thought could never come to America, 
but it is coming and the sooner we 
get right down to brass tacks and 
accept the situation and start doing 
the job as it was done by our at- 
tackers, the sooner it will be over 
with when we can go back to our 
normal life, but let us hope that when 
this matter is settled that there will 
be such a clamor from the people that 
it can never happen again. 

World war can be prevented just 
as our city police prevent thugs and 
robbers from running rampant. World 
war can be prevented by a world 
police and by no other method. “Do 
unto others as you would have others 
do unto you”, is a very beautiful 
sentiment but because we tried such 
a plan is the reason we are in this 
mess. What we need for the safety 
of the world is a revision of the rule 
to rad—MAKE OTHERS DO UNTO 
YOU AS YOU WOULD DO UNTO 
THEM. 

When this is put into practice, we 
can all live happily ever after and 
enjoy our hobby and see others enjoy 
their chosen hobbies.

Stamp Hunting 


Okla. City, Okla., 
Jan, 3, 1942 
Dear George:— 

You of course remember that long 
years ago I turned up the first copy 
of the 10c Baltimore that was found. 
Well, here is a tale of something in 
connection with it that I have never 
told in print before. 

H. F. Colman and I got to figuring 
on the chance of getting more of 
them. We knew that along the eastern 
shore of Maryland the farmers in the 
early days used to ship their produce 
by boat to Baltimore, so we concluded 
to take a summer vacation down on 
the shore and see what we could 
scare up in the stamp line - particu- 
larly Baltimores! 

It was July and it was hot. We went 
to some small towns down near the 
shore, and hunted, with no success. 
We visited farms on the shore, still 
with no success and decided we had 
better quit and go home. But, taking 
one more try at it, we started along 
the edge of the Bay and along in the 
afternoon, sweating profusely, came 
to a white farmhouse with its back 
to the water. On the porch, in a 
rocker, sat an elderly man in a shirt 
and overalls, comfortably rocking. 

We sat on the edge of the porch in 
the shade and told him we were look- 
ing for old letters and stamps, ex- 
plained about the farm traffic to Bal- 
timore, and asked if he had lived there 
a good while. Born there, he said. Had 
his family done any of that shipping? 
Yes, his granpap had done a lot of 
it. Well, had there been any old let- 
ters saved? Yes, down cellar there 
was an old box with a lot of them in, 
a box of his granpaw’s old letters. 
Ought to been burned up long ago! 

We begged for permission to look 
at them. He rocked and reckoned it 
wouldn’t be worth while. We talked 
of the value of old stamps, and he 
wasn’t impressed. Not likely to be 
any good and it was too hot to go 
fussin’ down there.

Even talked cautiously of the 
fact that a single stamp might be 
worth dollars to him. Too hot! 

Finally I got out a pocketbook, took 
out a five dollar bill and held it out 
to him. “We'll give you five dollars 
just for the privilege of looking at 
those letters, and pay you well for 
any stamp too.” He leaned over and 
made a swift grab for the bill and 
tucked it in his pocket. When we made 
no protest he grinned and said, “I 
thought you was jokin’ but I reckon 
you mean it. Come on.” 

He led us down cellar and there 
from under other stuff we dug out a 
large box, brought it to the light and

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simply took off the loose cover and 
dumped the contents on the floor. We 
waded into the mass of old, blue pa- 
per, folded letters, and, George, I give 
you my word of honor, there were 
some 500 letters there, all from two 
or three firms to whom granpaw sold 
his farm produce. And they were 
dated from 1842 to 1848—and not a 
cussed one of them had a stamp on 
it! There was the now very familiar 
blue BALTIMORE and the big 5 in 
the oval, and even a couple with the 
10 in the oval, and not a stamp! 

With his permission, to pay for our 
five dollars, we took 50 of them with 
good clear markings and sadly de- 
parted for home in disgust. We didn’t 
have heart enough left to do any more 
hunting. We had picked out copies 
whose dates made it clear that they 
might have had Baltimore stamps on 
them, and later we presented a num- 
ber of them to collectors over the 
country, and some time in 1918 when 
I saw Colman in Washington he told 
me that he had recently found a num- 
ber of them still stowed away in the 
room back of his office.

Liberian Navy 





In 1850 when President Roberts of 
the negro republic of Liberia visited 
London, Queen Victoria presented the 
country with the gunboat “Lark.” The 
entire one-vessel navy is depicted on 
the 5c 1909 issue. In 1917 a German 
submarine appeared off Monrovia and 
shelled and sank the little vessel in 
a one-sided engagement lasting only 
a few minutes. The Liberian Congress 
had rashly declared war on Germany 
but hadn’t expected Liberia would 
have to participate in hostilities. Cost: 
the entire Navy, and so Liberian 
stamps no longer depict its frequently 
renamed one-ship navy.

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Stamps and Posts of Spitzbergen 





By W. DENNIS WAY 





Until fairly recent times Spitzber- 
gen was a “No-man’s Land,” and 
though always populated by a few 
thousand whalers, miners and pros- 
pectors, there was no organized postal 
system, since there was no govern- 
ment to institute one; moreover, 
nearly the whole of the population 
was a floating one, returning to the 
mainland at the approach of winter. 


The Dutch were the modern discov- 
erers of the islands, but to Britain be- 
longs the credit of charting the coast. 
For three hundred years whaling 
vessels of these two nations made an- 
nual trips, working from rough camps 
on the islands. At first one or two 
men were left in charge each winter, 
but they were so frequently found 
dead or mad with solitude in the fol- 
lowing spring that the practice was 
abandoned. French, Russian and Scan- 
dinavian ships followed the others into 
these northern waters, with the result 
that whilst no nation wished to ac- 
cept the responsibility of government, 
none would allow any other state to 
act in any manner that might later be 
interpreted as an act of government. 

That was the state of affairs when 
Capt. Bade, a recently-retired Ger- 
man naval officer sailed to the is- 
lands in 1871 with a party of tourists, 
thus repeating an exploit he had done 
twenty years before. The summer 
climate was perfect; there was bear 
and seal hunting, splendid fishing and 
majestic country to explore; the re- 
sult being that the tour was an um 
qualified success. So much so that they 
became the rage and for a few years 
the great shipping companies became 
rivals in the trade, our own P. & O. 
and Orient lines being included in the 
number. 

It was left to the Vesteraalen Steam 
Ship Co. of Norway to erect a small 
“hotel” at Advent Point in 1896, cap- 
able of accommodating twenty-five 
guests. This was served by a weekly 
vessel from Tromso. In the following 
year a weekly newspaper, the Spitz- 
bergen Gazette, was published from 
the hotel and found a ready sale 
amongst the miners and whalers. 


That years also saw the appearance 
of two postage stamps, ostensibly re- 
quired to defray the cost of postage 
on letters taken from Advent Point 
to Tromso by the Company’s vessel. It 
has to be confessed that the sale was 
much larger at Tromso, where they 
had also been placed on sale by their 
originator, Theo. Jebens, a German 
trader 


Perforated 1142, they are litho- 
graphed on white wove paper. The 10 
ores brown shows a bear rearing be- 
fore a huntsman; much the same de- 
sign being employed for the 20 ores 
red, but the latter is enclosed in an 
arch, whereas the 10 ores frame is 
oval. Each bears the name spelt as 
“SPIDSBERGEN.” A provisional 5 
ores in purple on the 20 ores is also 
known. In spite of the nominal face 
value, a writer in the Deutsche Verk- 
ehrszeitung in 1897 stated that the 
cost at Advent Bay was likr. each. He 
further said that there was a posting 
box there which was cleared “about 
twice aweek” by the crew of the 
Tromso steamer—proof that genuine 
postal business was done. Cancella- 
tion was by means of a rubber stamp 
reading “SPIDSBERGEN” and the 
date. 


Other companies imitated the idea. 
Thus there is a large blue stamp 
showing a polar bear on a shield with 
a star above and below. The value 
“10”, presumably ores, appears in the 
lower corners. In this case the spelling 
is “SPITZBERGEN”. Perforated 11%, 
little is known of its origin, but the 
spelling suggests that it might be 
British. The writer has also seen a 
large oblong stamp, again showing 
the familiar bear and iceberg motif. 
Once again its origin is unknown by 
the writer. Since French and Austrian 
ships later joined the others, this 
may possibly be a stamp issued by one 
of them. 

Within a few years the tourist craze 
had come to an end. The mining com- 
panies had never made use of their 
postal services, preferring to send 
their mails in their own vessels; and 
what little other business remained 
was handled by an old schooner of 
only 28 tons, the “Dion”, sailing to 
Tromso. This was so small that the

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crew consisted of the captain-cook 
and a cabin boy. The mails never ex- 
ceeded a small sack and were mainly 
to and from the staff of the Norwe- 
gian government wireless station at 
Green Harbour. On the wall of the 
superintendent’s house is a familiar 
red letter box of the usual Norwe- 
gian pattern. Norwegian stamps are 
used and Norwegian rates of postage 
apply. The cancellation “Green Har- 
bour” is one well worth a search. 

In 1912 the little schooner was re- 
placed by a small motor sloop. This 
was really a political gesture, as Nor- 
way was at the time laying claim to 
the islands. This was again replaced 
by a larger ship in 1919 but traffic 
still remained small, the total number 
of packages carried in an average 
year being only 3,700. There is no de- 
livery in the islands beyond Green 
Harbour, letters sometimes waiting 
there for years to be claimed. 

The Great War interfered with 
Norway’s plans, and it was not until 
1925 that the Powers gave their con- 
sent to the islands coming under the 
Norwegian flag, an event commem- 
orated by the “Svalbard” issue of 
that year.

@ In 1895 and 1896 there came from 
Uganda in Africa what are probably 
the crudest stamps ever issued for 
postage. They were made on a type- 
writer by a missionary, the Rev. E. 
Miller of the Church Missionary So- 
ciety at his post, Mengo, in the 
Uganda Protectorate of Great Brit- 
ain. They were produced on the only 
typewriter in the Protectorate. Stamp 
collectors soon learned of these crude 
but fascinating stamps and the Rever- 
end was busy soon turning out more 
of the stamps to meet philatelic de- 
mands and for variety there are dif- 
ferent colors of ribbon used, errors in 
typing, and odd denominations not 
necessary for postal business, They 
were not perforated and were cut or 
torn apart by their users.

A Word to The Unwise 


The writer, at hobby shows and in 
their places of business has repeatedly 
talked to antique and secondhand 
dealers of the value of old stamps. 
“Do you get any old trunks with let- 
ters in them?” They usually answer 
that they either do or have the chance 
to. And asked what they do with the 
letters the usual answer is “Burn 
them up.” To a further talk of the 
possible value of the old folded and 
other early letters they reply “I don’t 
know anything of stamp values and 
the catalog is so intricate I don’t have 
time to learn.” 

Then we give them our name and 
address and offer to pay fairly for any 
lots sent us, and warn them that in 
buying a bunch of stuff from an old 
house and throwing away the letters 
they may be losing ten times as much 
as they will make from the other 
stuff. They promise to remember and 
to send us a lot of old letters, but 
nothing of value has ever come. 

Nevertheless, the idea is of value. A 
friend traveling in Minnesota dropped 
into a secondhand store to see if he 
could pick up any old buttons for his 
wife. Himself a stamp collector, he 
asked the owner if he ever got a trunk 
of old letters. “Had one just a little 
while ago,” he replied, “a number of 
the envelopes had Pony Express pic- 
tures on them.” “What did you do 
with them?” “Took the letters out 
and destroyed them. Gave the envel- 
opes to a fellow here who collects 
stamps and seemed to want them!” 

He may have gotten as much as a 
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dollar for the trunk, and thro ignor- 
ance gave away covers valued at at 
least ten dollars each - and how many 
of them?

@ Ecuador for many years has col- 
lected a tax on each piece of mail the 
extra sum being for various purposes 
such as building post offices, social 
security, national defense, etc. Grad- 
ually the sum collected increased as 
each new levy was added, until it 
happened that the tax now exceeds 
the postage on certain classes of mail. 
Covers have been seen bearing a 5c 
tax stamp and only 2c in postage. 
Fortunately for Ecuadorians their 
money is not on a par with ours, so 
the total collected is still a very 
small sum in our money.

One 
of these men called the recipient of 
this lot and pleaded with him not to 
sell them cheap as it would hurt him. 
In my presence this party’s proposi- 
tion was turned down and the stamps 
will be marketed at a much lower 
figure. 





It was very surprising to me to see 
the number of new European stamps 
of Axis dominated countries available 
for sale in this city. All who sell these 
stamps claim they were in the country 
before the war, or that they were al- 
lowed to receive packages shipped to 
them, which were postmarked before 
the war. Many dealers report that 
their customers are more anxious than 
ever to get these last minute stamps. 
Why? 





A new Free French Equatorial 
Africa stamp was received from Lon- 
don. Party receiving it, said this was 
a double semipostal stamp. It is a 
one franc postage with a two franc 
tax for the Tuberculosis fund, and in 
addition a tax of seven pence (not on 
the stamp) was added for the De 
Gaulle fund. Wasn’t something else 
left out? I am checking on the valid- 
ity of the 7 pence statement. 





There is some talk going about that 
we should have a semi-postal stamp 
with surtax going to the war chest, 
we don’t need any semi-postals as 
long as we buy the Defense stamps. 
Keep the sale of these stamps in your 
community up. You can never buy too 
many.
